“Until three years ago that whieh now 
presents a scene of beauty and thrift 
with many happy homes already estab- 
lished, and hundreds of others yetto be 
established, is said to have been an 
arid plain, with only an occasional herd 
of sheep to disturb the philosophic 
meditations of the jackrabhit, and the 
hunter’s gun awakened the stealthy 
coyote from his cover under the cactus. 
All this rapid and pleasing transforma- 
tion has been wrought by the magic 
touch of the irrigating waters. Cali- 
fornianhs say that corn may be king in 
Iowa, Kansas, and Illinois, cotton in 
Mississippi and Georgia, whiskey in 
Kentucky, furniture in Grand Rapids, 
but in southern California ‘King 
Water” wears a more honored crown 
and sits more grandly and firmly on his 
throne than any other monarch in the 
world, from the Shannon to the Indus. 
The source of water supply for the 
Riverside lands is the never failing 
under flow of the Santa Anna, taken 
by flumes sunk under the bed of the 
river near Colton and conducted from 
there by a large and well constructed 
canal cemented at the curves. — It 
passes in its course of twelve miles two 
ranges of hills by means of tunnels, 
each over 3,000 feet in length. The 
water rights acquired by purchasers of 
land under this system are regarded as 
very valuable and substantial, no fail- 
ing of water appearing possible so long 
as rain or snow falls on the distant 
mountains. Indeed, the river bed 
may be dry enough for a_ carriage 
road for miles, yet this water supply 
holds good for use whenever wanted, 

They say that they have the power 
to regulate their own rains and do not 
get too much when not wanted nor 
too little when more 1s wanted.’’ 

The above cutting is from the letter 
of a correspondent of the Grand Rapids 
Herald, describing the wonderful de- 
velopment of the city of Riversides in 
So. California, famous for magnificent 
avenues, on annual crop of 550,000 
boxes of naval oranges, Alfalfa bottom 
lands with three to eight crops of hay 
each year, and a wonderful system of 
irrigation comprising over 200 miles of 
canals and pipe lines, assessed for 
$4,000,000. The town waslaid out only 
fifteen years ago, and the writer says 
lack of capital at the outset was made 
up in determination and shrewdest possi- 
ble use of the means at command on the 
part of these worthy descendants of 
Puritan and Cavalier. 

Shall all this ‘tpluck and go’’ be spent 
on California waste lands? ,Why don’t 
we wake up and clean up? A summer 
visitor asks why we don’t pick up the 
waste paper around the streets or form 
an anti-paper league to suppress its 
distribution. Main Street from. the 
corner of Morton to Elm Square is one 
long-linked sequence of drain smells. 
Like the man on ‘Uncle Remus’s’’ 
plantation who could locate the exact 
spot ona familiar highway from which 
a stray handful of soil was taken, some 
of us are getting our noses trained to 
the different ‘bouquets’ on MainStreet. 
We want a park, we want trees planted 
everywhere, we need good driving 
roads, some new works of fiction in the 
Library, mild enough for 94° F.; but 
most of all we want back again our old 
Andover freshness. We have not 
arrived, we never shall reach the flat- 
ness and depression of Lawrence Essex 
Street air fluid, but our ‘own. brisk, 
lively, deadly tramp from the: street 
drain fat rises and floats up and down 
ina half-nvile radius from its lurking 
place should have prompt attention. 
Do try and keep things as clean as you 
can, dear fellow townsman, for the 
sake of others if you yourself are bullet 
proof.

The Grange and the Tariff. 

Mortimer Whitehead, lecturer of the 
National Grange, has the following 
about the grange and tariff in the - New 
England Farmer, which will be in- 
teresting especially to Grangers: 

‘*The position of the grange as.an or- 
ganization upon the question of the 
tariff is often inquired about, often mis- 
understood, and sometimes musrepre- 
sented. 

As a party question the grange takes 
no part in the discussion, It has never 
attempted to make all its members pro- 
tectionists, neither has it advocated free 
trade. 

And yet the grange has a tariff policy. 

What is that policy? 

It is the principle of equality as found 
in the Declaration of Independence, 
and guaranteed to us in the Constitu- 
tion: that all citizens shall be equal 
before the law. 

The very essence of all grange meas- 


ures for the relief-of agriculture is to- 


day, and always has been, that old 
principle of our forefathers—equality— 
equality before transportation laws, 
equality before tax laws; equality before 
tariff laws. 

Hence the grange has unitedly in- 
sisted that all tariff laws shall protect 
the preduct of the farm as well as the 
product of the factory. 

The grange opposed the tariff of the 
Mill’s bill because it placed thirty-three 
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articles produced on American farms 
on the free list to start with, and the 
average tariff for farmers in the whole 
bill was less than one-half the average 
tariff it gave the manufa ‘turers. 

The bill lately passed by the House 
of Representatives placing wool on the 
free list entirely ignored the rights of 
the farmer guaranteed under the con- 
stitution, and the grange will never en- 
dorse such action while a single cent of 
duty remains upon manufactured wool. 
Wool is not a ‘‘raw material.’’ Wool 


is a completed, manufactured article 


for the farmer, the result of his invest- 
ment of labor and capital, and it should 
stand equal before the tariff law with 
woolen goods, The grange ultimatum 
is, if you take all tariffs from the far- 
mer’s product of wool then take all 
tariffs from the manufacturer’s product 
of woolen goods; or if you have a pro- 
tective tariff, however small on the 
woolen goods, then have an equal pro- 
tective tariff on the weol. The ques- 
tion is not high or low tariff, free trade 
or protection, Republican or Demo- 
cratic policy. It is the question of right, 
justice, and equality before the law 
belonging to every American citizen. 
The same proposition is invelved in 
free potatoes, free hides, free barley, 
and free other farm products which we 
are told are coming. gBut interested 
partiés may cest assured that the far- 
mers in their great national organiza- 
tion, the grange, are in no sense divided 
on this -plain proposition of right, 
equity, and fairnéss. : 

This is the position. of the grange on 
the tariff, and this rule and measure 
can be applied—and will be—to all other 
farm products. 


*Wild-Beast” Stories in the Country. 


Country people are as eager to accept 
any rumor of a strange and dangerous 
creature in the woods as they are to 
believe in a ghost-story. They want it 
to be true; it gives them something to 
think about and talk about. Its to 
their minds like strong drink to their 
palates. It gives a new interest to the 
woods, as the ghost-story gives a new 
interest to the old house. 

A few years ago the belief became 
current in our neighborhood that a 
dangerous wild animal lurked in the 
woods about, now here, now there. 
It had been seen in the dusk. Some 
big dogs had encountered it in the 
night, and one of them was nearly 
killed. ‘Then a calf and a sheep were 
reported killed and partly devoured. 
Women and children became afraid to 
go through the woods, and men avoided 
them after sundown. One .day as TI 
passed an Irishman’s shanty that stood 
in an opening in the woods, his wife 
came out witha pail, and begged leave 
to accompany me as far as the spring, 
which lay, beside the road some distance 
into the woods. She was afraid to go 
alone for water on account of the ‘wild 
baste.’”’ Then, to clap the climax of 
wild rumors, a horse was killed. One 
of my neighbors, an intelligent) man 
and a good observer, went up to see the 
horse. He reported that a great gash 
had been eaten in the top of the horse’s 
neck, that its back was bitten and 
scratched, and that he was convinced 
it was the work of some wild animal 
like a panther, which had landed upon 
the horse’s back and fairly devoured it 
alive. The horse had run up and down 
the field trying to escape and finally, 
in its desperation, had plunged head- 
long off a high stone wall by the barn 
and been-killed. I was compelled to 
accept his story, but I pooh-poohed the 
conclusions. It was impossible that 
we should have a panther in the midst 
of us, or, if we had, that it would attack 
and kill a horse. But how eagerly the 
people believed it! It tasted good. It 
tasted good to me, too, but I could not 
believe it. It soon turned out that the 
horse was killed by another horse, a 
vicious beast that had fits of murderous 
hatred toward its kind. The sheep and 
calf were probably not killed at all, and 
the big dogs had had a fight among 
thentSelves. So, the panther legend 
faded out, and our woods became as 
humdrum as before. We cannot get up 
anything exciting that will hold, and 
have to make the most of such small 
deer as coons, foxes, and woodchucks.

How to get Cool Drinking Water. 


One of the things which the country 
farm-house is not likely to have is’ iced 
water, or even sufticiently cool water. 
Cool mountain springs read rythmically 
but they often taste very warm. 

Au exchange gives as rather.a new 
notion the old one of keeping water 
cool in flannel-wrapped vessels. It 
serves, however, as a good suggestion 
at this time, when almost everybody 
has gone or is going somewhere for the 
summer. 

If the ‘somewhere’ is not a hotel 
With all the modern improvements, ice 
water included, get a common éarthern- 
ware pitcher, the commoner the better, 
as it will be the most porous, wrap it 
all about leaving no inch of it bare, with 
wet flannel. Keep the flannel wet and 
the water will shortly be as cool as is 
good for drinking purposes, almost ice 
cold.

The Selectmen took prompt meas- 
ures in the matter of bathing at Hag- 
getts. But if reports are true they 
still have something to do in keeping 
some people, not picnickers, from using 
the pond asa bathing place. We under- 
stand that some of the residents near 
the pond and others owning lands on 
the edge of the pond contend that they 
have certain rights by such ownership, 
and because of custom to do so and so 
from time immemorial. On this ground, 
according to repert, they bathe and fish 
as in former days; and not because 
they are ignorant of the law in the 
matter, but more from a set determina- 
tion to assert their ‘‘rights.”’ 

Now if these reports are true, it is 
high time the police ef Andover did 
their duty, and if they are net true let 
us hear no more efit. The matter cer- 
tainly. demands a full” investigation, 
and the result should be an‘Assurance 
for our citizens that the water we drink 
is entirely free from any sort of con- 
tamination. If the local authorities 
cannot control the improper uses of the 
pond, the state Board of Health can, 
and. our Water Commissioners, who 
have sole and exclusive control of the 
‘rights’? in the Haggetts Pond water, 
should not be slow in calling in the aid 
of this Board if there is no other way 
to stop the nuisance. 


Hardly a day passes that the fact of 
the very inadequate, uncomfortable, 
and wholly unsatisfactory hotel acconi- 
modations of Andover are not seen in 
some form by those of our citizens who 
are acquainted with the daily affairs 
around the centre. 

This is no criticism on the manage- 
ment of Landlords Hitchcock and Spin- 
ney, but entirely on the property each 
has with which to cater to the demands 
of the travelling public. To-day, dis- 
cuss the question as one may, Andover 
is dependent upon the Mansion House. 
asmall hotel inadequate even to accom- 
modate its special field of patrons con- 
nected with the institutions, and the 
Elm House, nothing more or less than 
a common boarding house. What is to 
be done? Certainly the importance of 
a good hotel cannot be thoroughly ap- 
preciated, or some of our more progres- 
sive and wealthy citizens would have 
before this met the demand. 

The quiet in our town during the 
months of July and August. impresses 
one more deeply than ever that Ando- 
ver with its beauties of scenery, clear 
air, modern conveniences, and all its 
attractiveness in so many forms, yet 
needs something to invite within our 
borders the stranger who likes to ‘‘go”’ 
somewhere in the hot season. That 
something is a first-class hotel; a hotel 
that shall be near to the railway station, 
that shall have a genial landlord, light, 
airy rooms, broad, inviting verandas, 
cool halls and inviting bills of fare, and 
above all ample accommodations of a 
modern type to keep pace with our 
modern improvements of roads, hghts; 
water, sewers, etc. 

It is not our province to tell anyone 
how to spend his money, but a careful 
consideration ef this question convinces 
the writer that no field for an invest- 
ment that would pay dollars and so 
much satisfaction has been opened in 
Andover for a long time as_that which 
is now offered for a first-class hotel, and 
nothing could be done to benefit Ando- 
ver more by any of our public spirited 
citizens than to make this field possible 
by finding money, location, and energy 
to carry the scheme through. 

Make a place in which the stranger 
may-be—entertained-for—a_brief stay, 
and Andoyer’s charms will in many 
cases make the stranger of a day a per- 
manent dweller.

It was too late todo any good, 
and ina moment they had crashed several 
feet into the rear car, tearing away the 
platform and causing a shower of broken 
glass to fall, Neither of the men in the 
engine was injured, though the shock 
was asevere one, and none of the cars 
left the track. The shock severed both 
engines frsm the cars behind them and 
the automatic brakes on the excursion 
train brought the seven cars tu a stand- 
still almost immediately. This is what 
prevenled the picnickers from anything 
more serious than a fright taat added to 
the excitement. Several were cut by 
the broken glass.

CORONER'S VERDICT 


IN THE ©ASE OF THE MEN KILLED 
AT HOMESTEAD. 


Carnegie Company Officials are Accused 
of Murder and Surrender Themselves 
and Give Bonds in $10,000 Each. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 4.—The coroner yestre. 
day afternoon concluded his inquest on 
the seven strikers and three Pinkerton 
guards killed during the Homestead 
riots. After being out an hour the jury 
returned with a verdict. The returns in 
the cases of the seven strikers were the 
same. The one in the case of Silas Wain 
says that Wain came to his death July 6, 
while in company with others, in an un- 
lawful assembly upon the property of 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co.’s steel works, to 
prevent the landing of two barges loaded 
with Pinkerton guards to protect said 
property, and he was struck by a missile 
from a cannon taken by said unlawful as- 
sembly te the Pittsburg side of the 
Monongahela river and dischdirged by 
them. The jury recommend that said un- 
lawful assembly be certified to the Sep- 
tember session of the grand jury. 

In the case of the three Pinkerton men 
the returns were also the same. The one 
on the death of Connors says that T. J. 
Connors came to his death at the hospital 
from shock and exhaustion due to a gun- 
shot wound inthe right arm, received 
while on a barge employed as a Pinkerton 
guard to guard the property of Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co.’s steel works, and was shot 
by a ball from an unlawful assemblage 
which had gathered to prevent the land- 
ing of the badges. The jury find that the 
shooting was done by a party or parties 
unknown, with felonious intent, and they 
recommend that said unlawful assem- 
blage be certified to the September session 
of the grand jury. 

A Strike. Back. 

H. Ross, one of the men accused of mur- 
der and aggravated riot, and whois now 
out on $12,000 bail, appeared at the office 
of Attorney Brennan yesterday and at- 
tached his signature to an information 
charging six of the Carnegie officials and 
nine Pinkertons with murder, 

Secretary Lovejoy, Vice Chairman Leh- 
man and T) asurer Curry appeared before 
Judge Ewing, and with H.C. Frick and 
Superintendent Potter, who were repre- 
sented by their counsel, waived a hearing 
for court. They were released on §10,000 
baileach. A. M..and R. P. Mellon went 
on their bond. 

Judge Ewing said: “This information 
is made by a man who is himself charged 
with murder, and is now. on bail. 
It would have been better had it been 
made by some other person. I think, if 
the story in the newspapers is true, none 
of the men charged in the information can 
be held for murder, and certainly not in 
the first degree. The men on shore were 
there illegally, and unless you can show 
me there was « malicions and deliberate 
killing there is no use wasting any more 
time. Themen in the barges had the 
right to use all necessary force to main- 
tain their rightful possession of the prop- 
erty. If there is a case here I will hear it, . 
but you must show me some wilful and 
uncalledfor killing. One of these crowds 
was a mob; the other was there legally. 
The people on the bank were in the wrong 
from the start. If this is a case of retalia- 
tion I would like to know it.’ 


FIRED THREE SHOTS, 


Gustav Reidel Tries to Kill His Wife 
and End His Own Existence, 


CLINTON, Mass., July 30.—Gustav Rel- 
del, a German, 37 years old, living in 
Germantown, shot his wife yesterday, and 
atterward shot himself twice. Mrs. Rei- 
del was hard working and thrifty, and 
had about $500 when she married Reidel 
four yearsago. Heisashiftless wretch, 
and his intense desire to get) the money 
led him to attempt murder. The shooting 
was the direct result of a warrant sworn 
out by Mrs. Reidel for her husband’s ar- 
rest, on the ground of abuse, which was 
served Thursday night. Yesterday morn- 
ing Reidel got upa half hour later than 
his wife, went into the kitchen where she 
was washing at a tub, and fired a shot 
from a 44caliber revolver, which took ef- 
fect an inch above the hip, in the back, 
ahd which has not yet been located, as its 
course was deflected by a bone. 

Reidel shot himself the first time 
through the botly, the ball entering just 
below the breast bone and coming out of 
his back. He again fired, this time an 
inch and a half above the heart, and the 
wound will prove fatal. Mrs. Reidel will 
perhaps recover if blood poisoning does 
not setin. Reidel said he felt sorry not 
to have completed the work he planned, 
and threatens to hang himself. He is 
closely watched. 


FARRELL HAS HYDROPHOBIA, 


Sad Case of a Man Who Was Bitten by 
a Mad Dog in Lynn. 


LYNN, Mass., Aug. 4.—The case of Patrick 
Farrell, the man who was bitten by the 
mad dog belonging to Edward Pranker on 
May 15 last, has been diagnosed by Medi- 
cal Examiner Pinkham, and pronounced 
a genuine case of hydrophobia. Farrell is 
at the hospital, where he is watched all 
the time, 

All yesterday and last evening he was 
delirious, and his temperature ran. high. 
The hospital officials state that Farrell is 
suffering considerably, but the rabies has 
not as yet developed itself. Farrell’s wife 
and friends are nearly crazy over the 
affair, 


Kidnapper Captured, 

PROVIDENCE, Aug. 3.—Warren Connor, 
one of three men wanted for kidnapping 
a girl in Port Chester, N. Y., was arrested 
in Exeter by Detective Parker. The fel- 
low was bronght to this city and locked 
up.

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SHOT HIS NEPHEW, 


An Old Man of Panbury, Conn, May 
Be Charged with Murder. 


DANBURY, Conn, Aug. 2.—Michael 
O’Donnell last night shot and probably 
fatally wounded his nephew, Michael 
Kelly. O’Donnell lives at the corner of 
Pahquiohue avenue and Nichols street. 
Kelly, until recently, has lived with him, 
About 8 o’clock last night Kelly visited 
O’Donnell and asked him to come out and 
havea drink with him. O’Donnell re- 
fused, and an altercation ensued, in which 
Kelly picked up a stone and hurled it at 
his uncle. Kelly started to throw another 
stoae, when O’ Donnell took a pistol from 
his-pocket and fired two. shots, both of 
which hit Kelly, one in the leg and the 
other in the breast, just atove the heart. 
The latter wound will probably prove 
fatal. The wounded man was taken to 
the hospital, and his assailant was ar- 
rested, 

O’ Donnell is over 60 years of age and is 
one of the best known men inthe city. 
He is foreman in a hat factory, and owns 
property here. He has held city offices. 
His nephew was dissipated and there has 
always been more or less trouble between 
them. Kelly is 22 years old. 


ANOTHER MYSTERY 


Which Bids Fair to Test the Wits of 
New Hampshire Officers. 


HAVERHILL, Mass,, Aug. 3.—Another of 
those mysteries which have made the 
name of Rockingham county, N. H., 
famous, if not notorious, seems to have in 
a measure transpired this week. The 
authorities are investigating the case, and 
what the end may be no one can say. On 
Sunday George Leavitt of this city and a 
friend drove to Stratham, N. H. While 
exploring a lonely piece of woods of some 
two square miles extent on the shores of 
Great Bay und New Market river they 
came across a horse and a side-bar buggy. 

The animal was a fine looking bay colt, 
not more than 4 years old. All that the 
wagon contained was a lap robe and a 
small chisel. The horse had gotten the 
bits from its mouth and had cropped over 
a large area of herbage, indicating that it 
had been in the wilderness several days, 
His body dia not indicate that he had 
been driven hard or far. 

The animal was turned over to the au- 
thorities, who are much mystified by the 
case. As no horse has been missed from 
the vicinity it is not believed the animal 
was stolen and turned adrift, and sus- 
picions of some much fouler crime attend 
the find. 


A GOLD BRICK SWINDLE 


Which Takes the Snug Little Sum ef 
#6500 from the Pocket of a Farmer, 


Dover, N. H.. Aug. 2.—George Gage, a 
very wealthy farmer residing at Garrison 
Hill, in the suburbs of the city,was called 
on by two men yesterday, who introduced 
themselves as business men from the min- 
ing regious in the far west, and wanted to 
sell him a gold brick which they repre- 
sented us solid gold, and worth $8000, but 
as they wanted to realize some cash on it, 
they were willing to sell it for much less 
than the real value, 

Mr. Gage declined to consider their 
proposition, but after talking very plaus- 
ibly and persuading with him for some 
time they got Mr. Gage to consent to give 
$6500 for the brick. They said they would 
wait while he came down town to draw 
the money. 

Finally, Mr. Gage went to the bank and 
drew the money, and went back and paid 
it to the men and took the brick. Yester- 
day afternoon Mr, Gage came down to de- 
posit his gold brick in the Stafford bank, 
and then learned it was not gold, except 
on the outside, all but a thin coating be- 
ing made of some baser metal.

When ‘‘Colonel Bill” Hicklin was a 
much younger man than he is now 
he lived in Littletown, on the Hanni- 
bal and St. Joe road, Just outside 
of the town was a high hill and a 
steep grade, up which trains had 
great difficulty in making their way.

Of course this was all fun for Hick 
lin and his friends, and they would 
get off by themselves and laugh real 
loud about it; but the next day a 
young man came to the town distrib- 
uting handbills on which was 
printed in cold black letters and 
signed by the superintegdent of the 
road the announcement that the 
railroad company would pay $500 re- 


_ward for the arrest and conviction of 


the persons who had greased the 
track. Right then and there Hick- 
lin ceased to be a humorist. In 
early twilight he stole out of town 
and did not return for two years, by 
which-time the incident was. forgot- 
ten.—Indianapolis News. 


Artists Who Were Once Sign Painters. 

There are not a few instances of 
sign painters abandoning their craft 
for a higher sphere in art. And of 
American artists especially a number 
have begun in this humble line, 

Henry Smith Mount, a brother of 
the more talented William Sidney 
Mount, though a sign painter, exe- 
cuted some creditable pieces of still 
life and became an A. N. A. in 1832. 
W. 8S. Mount, first associated with 
his brother, showed a capacity for a 
higher order of art. He was one of 
our earlier genre painters, devoting 
himself mainly to depicting the 
humorous side of American rustic 
life. Francis A. Silva and Arthur 
Quartley, the marine painters, now 
dead, began their careers as sign 
painters. So did William McGrath, 
the clever genre painter,‘ Who of late 
has been painting subjects a la Alma-

’ Handling Special Delivery Letters. 

A ten cent special delivery stamp 
on a letter is supposed to keep it in 
constant motion from the time the 
letter is deposited in the main or 
branch postoffice until it is delivered 
to the addressee. There is liable to 
be’ a little delay in the starting of a 
letter when it is deposited in a letter 
box instead of a postoffice, but every- 
thing must make way for special de- 
livery letters after they once get 
into the vicinity of a mail bag. The 
clerk hustles them out with the first 
nail leaving the office and puts them 
on the outside of .packages, or ina 
bundle by themselves, so that the 
next official can see them at once. 

If the special delivery stamp is put 
on a package of second, third or 
fourth class matter it has to be treat- 
ed in a first class manner—that is, it 
goes into a pouch instead of asack, 
snd is pushed through just as rapidly 
as a letter bearing the same stamp

The Sand Blast. 

Every reader has heard of the 
‘sand blast” and the delicate tracery 
of which it is capable when properly 
applied to vessels and other utensils 
made of glass. By its use tracing 
and etching on glass is a matter of 
easy performance. The mode of op- 
eiatioa is as follows: The vessel or 
piate of glass is covered with wax. 
and through this designs are cut 
down to the surface, which is left 
exposed to a stream of fine sand 
thrown from the ‘‘blast.” The fric- 
tion soon wears away the hard glass 
surface, but does not affect the wax 
protection in the least. When the 
lace work, flowers, leaves or what- 
ever the design may be has been fin- 
ished, the wax is removed from the 
polished parts and the article is 
ready for use. 

Formerly the fumes of ‘hydro- 
fluoric acid were used for tracing de- 
signs on glass and other hard sub- 
stances, but, owing to the unevenness 
of the result and the uncertainty as 
to when the exposure had reached 
the proper point, that method has 
been all but superseded by the ‘‘sand 
blast.”—St. Louis Republic.
